Brazil's lowesl*raLd radio pro* 
gram, officially known as the 
"Voice of Brazil", is broadcast 
for an hour every night on every 
radio station in the country, 


To most Brazilians it's known 


as the hour of silence. Some 
pride themselves on being able 
to turn off their set just before 
the first bar of the program's 
theme music, Carlos Gomes' 
"Guarani." 


The government, which pro- 


duces the program in Brasilia 
and requires its broadcast by all 
commercial stations, considers 
the program a key factor in na* 
tional integration. It's a kind of 
spoken official gazette, which is 
supposed to bring the public up- 
to-date. 


The program is divided into 


three segments, 
covering the 


activities of all three branches 
of the government: the execu- 
tive, the judiciary and the legis-

Would Probe 
Sex Outside 
of Marriage

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


A sociologist today called for 
expanded scientific probing of 
the personal and social conse- 
quences of apparently increas- 
ing sex acts outside of marriage 
in the modern world. 


And, said Dr. Harold T.Chris- 


tensen of Purdue University, 
such probing should include fur- 
ther evaluation of the possible 
consequences of such U.S. sta- 
tistics as those estimating that 
"in the neighborhood of one- 
sixth of all brides are pregnant 
at the time of the wedding." 


In a report prepared for the 


22nd clinical convention of the 
American Medical Association, 
Christensen said some limited 
research by himself and others 
appears to indicate that happier 
marriages— including fewer di- 
vorces— cesult where there had 
been no premarital sexual inter- 
course. 


But he said the findings are 


inconclusive 
and 
that 
much 


more research needs to be done 
on this and other matters con- 
cerning premarital and extra- 
marital sex acts. 


And such research, he de- 


clared, should increasingly take 
into account "the values people 
hold (and) how their behavior 
lines up with their values." 


"Needed now," he said, "is 


more and more scientific testing 
to determine what the personal 
and social consequences of sex 
acts 
outside marriage 
really 


are." 


Declaring there has been "a 


recent radical shift in the sexual 
norms of our culture, brought 
about by the innovations and so- 
cial upheavals of our times," he 
said: 


''Today, almost anything goes 
... in print, in speech, in enter- 
tainment, in behavior. 


''There is a great need for

trends and for knowledge con- 
cerning the relative effects of 
alternative cases open to men 
and women within the sexual 
arena/1

PARIS (AP) - The United 


States is reported seeking the 
support of key nations for a new 
seven-point plan to bring peace 
between Israel and Egypt, 


Informed diplomats said the 


initiative by President John* 
son's administration 
gathered 


momentum after 
the Nov. 5 


election and has attracted the 
interest of President-elect Rich- 
ard M. Nixon's entourage. 


The informants, who declined 


to be identified, said the Ameri- 
can plan foresees as a starting 
point Israel's withdrawal from 
the Sinai peninsula and Egypt's 
termination of its 20-year-old 
state of war with the Jewish na- 
tion. 


The ultimate aim of the U.S. 


program is an acceptable peace 
document signed by the main 
contenders in the Middle East 
conflict, the diplomats said. The 
American plan is said to reflect 
the chief ingredients of a resolu- 
tion adopted by the United Na- 
tions Security Council in No- 
vember, 1967, after the six-day 
Arab-Israeli war. 


Informants gave tliis outline 


of the American plan: 


1. Withdrawal of Israeli forces 


from 
the Sinai desert. This 


would leave the status of Israe- 
li-occupied Jerusalem and other 
former Arab areas unsettled. 


2. An end to the state of war 


between Egypt and Israel. Is- 
raeli relations with other Arab 
neighbors, particularly Jordan 
and Syria, would be settled lat- 
er. 


3. A settlement of the future 


of Arab refugees in Israeli-occu- 
pied territory. On this issue Je- 
rusalem is believed to have of- 
fered international talks. 


4. Egyptian acceptance of the 


principle of free Israeli naviga- 
tion through such international 
waterways as the Suez Canal 
and the Tiran Strait. 


5. Replacing Israeli troops 


with United Nations soldiers in 
Sharm-El-Sheikh, the desert for- 
tress guarding the Tiran Strait. 
The ouster of a U.N. garrison 
from this outpost by President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser inmid-19G6 
was a key factor that led to the 
six-day war. 


G. An East-West agreement to 


restrict arms supplies to the 
Middle East contenders. 


7. Signatures of the two main 


parties on a peace treaty. Nas- 
ser's government lias refused to 
contemplate a peace treaty with 
Israel. 


The informants said Secretary 


of State Dean Rusk presumably 
discussed the plan with the Is- 
raeli and Egyptian foreign min- 
isters, 
Abba Eban and Man- 


moud Riad, at meetings in New 
York Nov. 3. 


The Americans 
have been 


trying to rally support for the 
plan from several major pow- 
ers, including the Soviet Union, 
India and Britain, the inform- 
ants said. 


Israeli reaction was not re- 


ported. But based on past Israe- 
li pronouncements, the Jerusa- 
lem government likely would be 
cool to any proposition begin- 
ning with a surrender of the oc- 
cupied territory. 


Egypt was said to be skepti- 


cal. The sources said Egyptian 
leaders advised friendly govern- 
ments tiiey find it difficult to 
reconcile the U.S. peace pro-

Industrialist 
to Be Jabbed 
by Nixon

NEW 
YORK (AP) - 
Presi- 


dent-elect Richard M. Nixon is 
expected to name California in- 
dustrialist Roy Ash to head a 
new Hoover-type commission to 
recommend reorganization of 
the federal government. 


Ash, president of Litton Indus- 


tries, Inc., seemed to be Nixon's 
choice to direct "a searching, 
fundamental reappraisal of our 
whole 
structure 
of 
govern- 


ment." 


Even before receiving the Re- 


publican presidential 
nomina- 


tion last August, Nixon said 
"one of the first tasks of the 
next president should be-to set 
in motion" such a study, remin- 
iscent of those conducted during 
the administration of former 
President Harry S. Truman by 
another former chief executive, 
Herbert Hoover. 


In his prenomination state- 


ment, Nixon said the new group 
should liave an even broader 
mandate than the one Truman 
gave Hoover. He said of the pro- 
posed new commission: 


"It would be charged with 


searching out every feasible 
means of decentralizing govern- 
ment, of getting it closer to the 
people, of transferring functions 
to state and local governments, 
of creating new instrumentali- 
ties where appropriate to in- 
volve people at the community 
level directly in the decisions 
that affect their own lives." 


Ash, 
a 50-year-old native of 


Los Angeles and a financial sup- 
porter of the Nixon campaign, 
lias been with Litton since 1953, 
seeing it grow from a special- 
ized electronics firm into a vast 
conglomerate 
enterprise. He 


has been president since 19G1. 
Earlier Ash was chief financial 
officer of Hughes Aircraft Corp. 


There was no word on when 


Nixon would create the new 
group or name its chairman. 
However, Ash has met with the 
President-elect several times in 
recent days. 


Meanwhile U Gov, Robert H. 


Finch of California, one of Nix- 
on's 
closest advisers, was re- 


ported ready to accept the post 
of health, education and welfare 
secretary in Nixon's Cabinet. 


Ronald Ziegler, Nixon's press 


spokesman, declined comment 
on a report in Wednesday morn- 
ing's edition of The New York 
Times that Henry Cabot Lodge, 
twice ambassador to Saigon had 
been asked by Nixon to replace 
W. Averell Harrirnan as head of 
the American negotiating team 
at the Paris peace talks on the 
Vietnam war. 


Other sources indicated it was 


premature 
to speculate that 


Lodge, who was Nixon's i960 
running mate against the late 
President John F. Kennedy, %nd 
is now ambassador to West Ger»

CHICAGO (AP) - The Walk- 


er report, which termed street 
violence during the Democratic 
National Convention "a police 
riot," was turned out in 53 days 
and nights of interviewing and 
writing by a staff of 212 persbtts", 
mostly volunteers. 


Daniel Walker, an attorney 


for 
Montgomery Ward & Co. 


and head of the Chicago Crime 
Commission, 
was named on 


Sept. 26 to form a committee to 
Investigate. His selection was 
announced by Dr. Milton Eisen- 
hower, chairman of the National 
Commission on Causes and Pre- 
vention of Violence. 


The following day Walker be- 


gan selecting his staff. AH mem- 
bers were personally selected 
by him, he said. 


"The real leaders" of the 


staff, Walker stated in a preface 
to the report, were the assistant 
directors and team directors. 


To those posts he appointed a 


foundation director, a profes- 
sional crime 
investigator, a 


freelance writer, four bank ex- 
ecutives, five lawyers and one 
corporation executive. 


Almost immediately the staff 


moved into an office suite in 
Chicago's federal building, A 
large central room in the suite 
was subdivided into cubicles for 
interviews. Each cubicle was 
equipped with a desk, telephone, 
and a tape recorder. 


Off-duty policemen, hippies 


with beards and sandals, mem- 
bers of the National Guard, and 
news reporters gathered at the 
suite entrance, waiting to give 


»"the Constitution, Black said,

of time, 


Both NBC specials, each real- 


ly a one-man show, were lavish 
handsome programs and built 
up a couple of performers who a 
few years ago carried a bit more 
box office clout than they do to- 
day. 


In the case of Presley, now a 


bit heavier, a bit more mature 
of face, there was no change in 
the facade—the same stubborn 
black locks falling Into his eyes, 
the arrogant glance and throW- 
away 
line 
to the 
squealing 


young girls clustered like bees 
around the stage, legs akimbo 
and growling voice belting lyr- 
ics as if they were fighting him. 


His show was beautifully light- 


ed 
and artfully constructed. 


Through much of cit Presley 
worked in a leather costume 
from shoes to neck with sweat 
visible on his face— sort of like 
old times—those great days a 
decade or so ago when his gy- 
rating style was so controver- 
sial. 


After Elvis, along came an- 


other sex symbol out of the re- 
cent past, Miss Bardot. Again, 
everything was focused on the 
star, although there occasional- 
ly was some imaginative cam- 
era work— like having Brigitte 
transported by kite high above 
the Mediterranean while she 
was singing a song, accompanied 
by a full orchestra. 


Naturally there were plenty of 


numbers in which the blonde, 
a l m o n d - e y e s star tripped 
around in the scantiest of cos- 
tume—now -stretching lazily on* 
a beacH, then playing an'Egyp- 
tian temptress. The emphasis 
was on music— those sad, sexy 
Paris music hall songs about 


lost love. 8ut since they were 
almost all in French the full im* 
pact was pfetty well lost on an 
English-speaking audience al-

surface often, 


The snakes, lizards and turtles 


of the National Geographic So- 
ciety show seemed to have a 
survival edge on the beautiful 
people like Presley and Bardot 
who have their brief moments 
in the spotlight and suddenly 
seem Just a bit mature and old- 
fashioned. What made the spe- 
cial just a little embarrassing 
was that both stars were pre- 
sented as 
if time had been 


standing still.

have little effect on the Bruins' success, as long as the 
imposing figure of Alcindor is around to intimidate the 
mere mortals again. Last season, he averaged 26.2 and 
pulled down 16.5 rebounds a game despite facing every 
defense imaginable, most of them conceived with the very 
purpose of stopping him. All but one failed. 


Alcindor and the Bruins stumbled in Houston (71-69), but 


bounced back to win a second straight NCAA title, aveng- 
ing the loss by trampling the Cpugars, KU.6!),,,i», a.,.semir! 
final rematch. Another NCAA title would not only give 
the Bruins a record third straight, but would be the fifth 
for John Wooden, a record among coaches. 


With Alcindor, UCLA still stands head and shoulders 


above the rest, although the challengers may be more 
formidable this season than last. North Carolina, for ex- 
ample, has four starters back from the team that lost to 
lrCLA in the NCAA finals; Kentucky is loaded again, and 
Notre Dame will floor its best team'in years, and possibly 
one of its best ever. 


In a section-by-section rundown, here's the way the col- 


lege season shapes up: 


EAST—Despite a wrist-slapping from the NCAA for re- 


cruiting violations, St. Bonaventure still looks best. Bob 
Lanier, 6-11 giant, leads a veteran team that went 23-2 last 
season. Villanova will be the toughest of the Philly Big 
Five, thanks to a talented group of sophomores, led by 6-8 
Howard Porter. Boston College, with versatile Terry Dris- 
col.1, figures as the best in New England, while Jim Mc- 
Miilian has Columbia talking another Ivy League title. For 
fan appeal, nobody will surpass Niagara's Calvin Murphy. 
Darkhorse in the East could be LaSalle, under new coach 
Tom Gola. Top Three: St. Bonaventure, Columbia, Villa- 
nova. 


SOUTH—North Carolina has made two straight trips to 


the NCAA Championships and has a lot of tourney-tested 
veterans. Rusty Clark, Bill Bunting, Charlie Scott and Dick 
Grubar were regulars on last year's Tarheel team that 
finished No. 2 in the nation. Scott, an Olympic hero, figures 
to replace Larry Miller as the team's big scorer. Kentucky, 
under the crtical eye of Adolph Rupp, is the Southeastern 
Conference favorite, with Mike Casey, Dan Issel and Mike 
Pratt, all juniors, carrying the load. Davidson, which could 
be a real surprise, should win the Southern Conference title 
easily. Louisville, with Butch Beard and Mike Grosso, is 
favored in the Missouri Valley; Western Kentucky in the 
Ohio Valley. A darkhorse is Florida, with rebounding ace 
Neal Walk. LSU will also be troublesome with high-scoring 
Pete Maravteh, the nation's top scorer last season. Top 
Three: North Carolina, Kentucky, Davidson. 


MJDWKST—Notre Dame, with Bob Arnzen, Bob Whit 


more and flock of talented sophs, could have one of its 
best teams ever. Purdue will make a run tor the Big Ten 
title behind the shooting of Rick Mount, but Ohio State 
will be close behind. Kansas has Jo-Jo White for 17 games 
before he graduates and should have the Big Eight title 
wrapped up by then. Toledo, led by Steve Mix, is the best 
in the Mid-American Conference, while Dayton and Mar- 
quette will have the strongest independents. Detroit, with 
Olympic star Spencer Haywood, also figures to make some 
noise Top Three: Kansas, Notre Dame, Purdue. 


SOUTHWEST—Even with Elvin Hayes; gone, Houston is 


still best. Returning are 6-9 Ken .Spain, Theodis Lee and 
George Reynolds. Also figuring is 6-9 Bob Hall, a soph who 
erased all of Hayes' freshman records. New Mexico State 
will also be a strong independent, while Texas Christian 
and New Me.vfro are favored in the Southwest and Western 
Athletic Conferences, respectively Top Three: Houston.

Commission ruling that was not 
announced to the public until a 
week later, 


An Investigation was prom- 


ised by ICC Chairman Paul J, 
Tierney to determine whether 
advance Information leaked out 
of his agency, although he did 
say speculators 
may simply 


have anticipated the ruling. 


The ICC, in ordering the take- 


over of the debt-riddled railroad 
by the Penn Central system by 
New Year's Day, hiked the pur- 
chase price for the bankrupt 
line by roughly $20 million to 
$145.6 million in its latest ruling. 


The dramatic upturn in the 


price of the bonds on the New 
York Stock Exchange took place 
last week in the two days 
immediately after the ICC voted 
its decision in secret. The ruling 
was not announced publicly un- 
til this past Monday. 


The market price had been 


sliding downward for a full 
month before the sudden in- 
crease, which boosted the value 
by $4.62 a share within the two- 
day period, 


A top-level official of the New 


Haven Railroad, who asked not 
to be quoted by name, said he 
had no economic explanation for 
the dramatic upturn. 


"I know of no reason. I was 


surprised myself," said the rail- 
road financial expert. 


Tierney, who said he was una- 


ware of the increase until In- 
formed 
by 
The 
Associated 


Press, said his agency "will at- 
tempt to investigate whether 
this information could have got- 
ten out." 


"Obviously this is a matter of 


peat concern to us," he said. 


The ICC took its secret vote

opened for this week. 


Tierney said the week-long de- 


lay was due to the time needed 
to print the ICC ruling. The 
chairman said the printing was 
done inside the agency's build- 
ing. He said all employes are 
cautioned on the need for secre- 
cy on decisions which may af- 
fect the market. 


The New Haven bonds that 


went up in price are the 4 per 
cent 
mortgage bonds 
which 


have first priority for repay- 
ment. 
The railroad official 


called them the major stock 
market issue involved in the ef- 
forts to reorganize the bankrupt 
firm. 


The ICC ruling boosting the 


purchase price for the New Ha- 
ven from the $125 million fixed 
earlier this year to $145.G mil- 
lion presumably increases the 
strength and calue of the bonds. 


The bond price had skidded 


from $CO to $53 over the past 
four weeks, then leveled off and 
edged upward by 25 cents Nov. 
25, the day the ICC took its 
closed vote. 


The price shot up by $2.25 the 


following day and rose another 
$2.37 last Wednesday before the

paused for Thanksgiving, The 
closing price Wednesday was

A lone 


pilot in a stolen plane took off 
from New Jersey today, tried 
unsuccessfuly 
four times to 


land at Kennedy Airport and 
then flew south over the Atlan- 
tic until he ran out of fuel and 
ditched in the fog-shrouded sea 
about 50 miles off Norfolk, Va. 


The flier was rescued an hour 


later by a Coast Guard amphibi- 
ous helicopter that had pursued 
him through his long solitary 
voyage 
in 
the 
single-engine 


plane. The man was said to be 
in "reasonably good" condition. 
The plane sank. 


The Coast Guard identified 


the man as Danny ftemphill. 


The Coast Guard said the ap- 


parently inexperienced fliar was 
given instructions on how to set 
the plane down In the sea by 
Capt. Vance K. Randle, pilot of 
a rescue aircraft and a veteran 
of 20 years of flying. 


The helicopter was taking the 


man to the Elizabeth City, NC. 
Coast Guard Air station where 
an agent of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation was to take him 
in custody. 


Ocean County Aviation, own- 


er of the Piper Cherokee 140 
and operator of the airport, told 
police the plane—with a full 
tank or five hours of fuel— was 
taken sometime before 1 a.m. 


The first word from the pilot 


came in a radio communication 
to a New Jersey airport at 1 
a.m. At 1:24 a.m. the flier con- 
tacted Kennedy Airport tower 
and said: "I'm riding a stolen 
plane, I'm lost, I need help." 


Kennedy controllers ordered 


12 commercial flights to halt op-

A paid coordinator for Wal- 


lace in this year's presidential 
campaign is establishing a na- 
tional third-party mechanism in 
Los Angeles aimed at coordinat- 
ing state and local activity by 
supporters of the former Ala- 
bama governor. 


The coordinator, 
27-year-old 


Robert Walters, said he flew to 
Alabama last month for two 
days of conferences with Wal- 
lace's closest advisers, and was 
told that there were no plans to 
establish a national organization 
in Montgomery, at least for five 
or six months. 


Wallace himself has avoided 


the press and said little about 
his plans, but Bill Jones, one of 
Wallace's tops t r a t e g e s t s, 
agreed with Walters. "We're 
just faslng it out as fast as we 
can," said Jones of the Mont- 
gomery headquarters operation, 
"We lave no plans whatsoev- 
er." 


"Since Montgomery is not

lars a month-- enough to keep us 
going." None of it, lie added, is 
coming from Montgomery. 


In Montgomery, the Wallace 


organization is grinding toward 
a halt. Jones said only about 15 
people are still on hand to ten- 
die the half-sack of mail that 
comes in daily. 


Jones claimed the organiza- 


tion is still just working out its 
finances and doesn't know yet 
whether it will have any money 
left over from the campaign—or 
where it would go if there is 
any.

Justice Black 
and American 
Bill of Rights 


F 


or a man still active as a 
Supreme Court justice Hugo 
L, Black made a surprising- 


ly forthright statement over tele- 
vision 
Tuesday night on the 


American Bill of Rights. 


As every American should 


know, the so-called Bill of Rights 
is comprised of the first 10 
amendments to our Constitution. 
The Constitution dates 
from 


1787, but the First Congress In 
its first session submitted to the 
states for ratification 12 amend- 
ments to clarify matters not fully 
spelled out in the Constitution's 
original text — and the first 10 of 
these are the famous "Bill." 


Mr, Justice Black talked about 


the Fifth Amendment. In contro- 
versial times it is wise to know 
the exact language of the Instru- 
ment under discussion. Here's 
what the famous "Fifth" says: 


"No person shall be held 


to answer for a capital or 
other infamous crime unless 
on a presentment of indict- 
ment of a grand jury, except 
In cases arising in the land 
or naval forces, or in the 
militia, when in actual ser- 
vice, in time of war or pub- 
lic danger; nor shall any per- 
son be subject for the same 
offense to be twice put In 
jeopardy of life or limb; nor 
shall 
be compelled In any 


criminal case to be a wit- 
ness against himself, nor be 
deprived of life, liberty, or 
property without due pro- 
cess of law; nor shall pri- 
vate property be taken for 
public use without just com- 
pensation." 
Questioned on the air Tuesday 


night as to whether recent court 
decisions 
haven't 
restricted 


police in their war with crimi- 
nals Justice- Black replied: 


"Certainly, 
why 
shouldn't 


they? What were they written 
tor ? Why did they write the Bill 
ol Rights? , . .practically all (of 
the" provisions) make • It more 
difficult 
to convict people of 


crime. . . .They were written to 
make'It more difficult. And what 
the court does is to try to follow 
what (the framers) wrote." 


It helps, 
in 
controversial 


times, to go back and read ori- 
ginal law, as I have printed above. 
With the text of the Fifth Amend- 
ment before you things become 
clearer. And you recall that a 
learned observer said a long 
time ago that the framers of the 
American Constitution thought it 
better that nine guilty persons es- 
cape than that one Innocent per- 
son be punished. 


Like 
It or not- 
that's the 


American basis of law. 


And pondering the actual text of 


the Fifth Amendent and Mr. Jus- 
tice Black's TV remarks, I con- 
clude that we've been blaming Su- 
preme Court decisions for a ris- 
ing crime rate that actually 
should be charged to too small 
a local law enforcement budget 
- everywhere, too few police- 
men and those underpaid.
